SYNOPSIS: 


At approx 2230 hours, еру от his partner, Deputy Tina 
Torres a awaiting assisting units ТО respond to a gang members loitering 
call on South Grandee Avenue in the city of Compton. As they were awaiting assisting 
units to arrive, two vehicles (white Lexus and a black BMW) exited South Grandee 

ue, turning onto eastbound Alondra Boulevard with their headlights off. Deputy 
н: his vehicle in behind the vehicles іп order to conduct a traffic stop. 
Both vehicles immediately turned south onto Dwight Avenue. 


Deputy [EEE activated his lights and siren in order to stop the vehicles. The 
Lexus yielded ап he curb, but the BMW continued driving south on Dwight 
Avenue. оо lll passed the Lexus in order to stop the BMW. The BMW 
yielded in front of “Longfellow Elementary School.” As the deputies exited their patrol 
car to contact the driver of the BMW, the vehicle pulled forward approximately 5 feet 
and stopped at the south end of the school property. The front passenger (Suspect 


Estes) suddenly exited the vehicle and ran toward a chain link gate at the school. 
Deputy <= the suspect to stop, but the suspect refused and climbed

While his partner (Deputy Torres) covered the occupants of the BMW, Deputy 
дие the chain link gate to see the location of the suspect. He saw 
the suspect running away and ordered him to stop. The suspect turned and pointed a 
handgun at him. Deputy ME fired one round from his Beretta 92F pistol, 
missing the suspect. The suspect turned and ran west onto a pathway at the south end 
of the school property and out of sight. Deputy Torres did not witness the shooting, 
because she was watching the BMW and had her back to Deputy _ | А 
containment was immediately set up with assisting patrol units and Aero Bureau. SEB 
K-9 was requested and responded to the scene. The two vehicles immediately drove 
away after the shooting and were not located. The BMW continued south on Dwight 
Avenue, the Lexus made a u-turn.

At approximately 0025 hours, a search team comprised of SEB K-9 deputies began 
searching for the suspect in a mobile home park where he was last seen by informants. 
After announcements were made and the suspect did not surrender, the canine was 
deployed. The canine located and bit the suspect who was hiding underneath a set of 
wood steps leading to a mobile home. While the canine was on the bite, the suspect 
began to assault the canine. Іп order to prevent injury to the canine or escape by the 
suspect, SEB K-9 Deputy M ео» his X-26 Taser, making contact with the 
suspect. 


The suspect initially began to comply with orders, so the canine was removed from his 
bite. Immediately after jne was removed, the suspect began to crawl away in an 
attempt to flee. Deputy| cycled the Taser again cays) pect to lie flat on 
the ground. The suspect was taken into custody. ee to the 
suspect's location and identified him as the person who pointed a gun at him. The 
suspect was transported to the hospital where he was treated for K-9 rakes and 
puncture wounds (canine and Taser) and cleared for booking at Century Sheriff's 
Station. For further details regarding actions by the K-9 units, see supplemental reports 
in Exhibit A. 


The suspect’s handgun (.32 caliber revolver, chrome, loaded with five rounds) was 
located later in the morning by the resident at ИШИ which 
borders the school property on the J The gun was identified by Deputy ЖАШ 
as the one pointed at him by the suspect.

On May 31, 2012 at approximately 0646 hours, Compton Station Detective J. Cruz 
ШШ responded to the ин regards to a found gun.

contacted the resident who told him he found a gun in his yard, which was not there the 


previous day. Detective Cruz photographed the scene and firearm prior to recovering it. 
He showed the firearm to Deputy и who positively identified it as the one 
Suspect Estes pointed at him. For further information regarding Detective Cruz’ actions 
see his supplemental report which is included with this case as Exhibit E.

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INVESTIGATOR’S OBSERVATIONS: 


Upon the investigators arrival they learned there was an active command post and 
containment of the crime scene area. Investigators learned of the series of events 


which culminated in a deputy involved, non-hit shooting involving Deputy 
aaa ee a uniformed patrol deputy. 
IAB Note: IAB Lieutenant Stephen Vaughan checked to see that the 
Watch Commander, Lieutenant Suzan Young took 
reasonable steps to ensure the involved deputies did not 
discuss the incident with uninvolved persons prior to being 
interviewed by the assigned investigators. In addition, IAB 
Lieutenant Stephen Vaughan ensured the Watch 
Commander had the involved deputies gather in the 
company of a supervisor until they had provided a statement 
to the assigned investigators. 


The criminal investigation was handled by Operation Safe Streets Bureau Detective 
Sumner. He entered the crime scene with Deputy EEE He documented his 
actions and findings on supplemental reports. Detective Sumner conducted a 
walkthrough of the scene with IAB investigators and OIR Attorney Angelica Arias. 
Sergeant Martinez directed Sheriff's Crime Lab personnel to photograph and document 
the scene and to return as soon as possible to document similar lighting conditions for 
the time of the shooting.

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LIGHTING AND WEATHER CONDITIONS: 


The shooting occurred during night hours. The weather was clear. Lighting was 
provided by street lights and school security lights. 


INVOLVED EMPLOYEE STATEMENT: 


Deputy, 8 was interviewed on June 19, 2012, at 1032 hours 
by Sergeants Richard Martinez and Hector Velasquez. The interview was conducted at 
the Internal Affairs Bureau office in the City of Commerce. Deputy (EE was 
represented by Debra Wadleigh of Green and Shinee. His interview was digitally 
recorded and transcribed. The following is a summary of both his interview and his 
supplemental report. 


Deputy Was assigned to which is a two person crime car. He was 
wearing a full Class “A” uniform. He carries a Berretta 92FS. 


On May 30, 2012 оро with Deputy Tina Torres. It was her 
first day working patrol and Deputy’ was по ШИ Before leaving 
the station, Deputy е {о Deputy Torres they would be taking things 
slowly so he could evaluate her. He went on to explain to her how they would handle 
shooting scenes, pursuits and partner splitting. He went on to tell her when they got out 
of their vehicle she was to be “on his hip.” They left the station and conducted stops 
and checks in the area. They also handled calls for service. 


Оер у said at 2215 hours they received а 4156 (gang members causing а 
disturbance) call for service, Tag 298. At 2221һоигѕ they acknowledged the call and 
went enroute, however they never updated their status to show they arrived. 


IAB NOTE: At 2232 emergent radio traffic is broadcasted by Deputy 
Torres advising of a 998. See Miscellaneous Documents 
for a printout of the call. 


The call stated 15-20 male blacks were loitering in the cul-de-sac and gave an address 


о a ич „дес Deputy И ote he is is familiar 
with the area of the call and has responded there numerous times before. He knows 


this is an area claimed by a local gang (Nutty Block Compton Crip) and decided to stop 
away from the call and wait for his assisting units to arrive. Deputy 
stopped his car on Alondra Boulevard a few streets east of South Grandee 
Avenue and waited for his assisting units. As he did this he saw two vehicles drive onto 
eastbound Alondra Boulevard from South Grandee Avenue. These vehicles were 
leaving the area of the call for service and did not have their headlights on. 
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The first vehicle was a black BMW and the second vehicle was a white Lexus. The 
vehicles were driving in the number one lane, as they approached the patrol car they 
ee south onto Dwight Avenue from the number one lane. Deputy 

followed the vehicles and turned on his overhead lights to conduct a traffic 
stop.

aid his vehicle was now next to the Lexus, so he continued forward as the 

Lexus j but the BMW continued. The BMW pulled over and stopped, and 
Deputy and Deputy Torres exited their vehicle. 


The BMW then moved forward a few feet, as Deputy е orders for the 
driver to stop the vehicle. Deputy EEE id he also told Deputy Torres to be 
ready as they might try to flee. 

He said as he was saying this, the front door of the BMW opened and the 
passenger ran from the vehicle. Deputy houted for him to stop and get 
down, however he continued to run. Depu oved from the driver's side of 
his patrol vehicle to the passenger side and started to follow the suspect on foot. 

Depu ‘old Deputy Torres to keep her eye on the BMW, as he walked 
toward еге he saw the suspect jump over a chain link fence and into the 
school property. 


Deputy EEE said the hands of the suspect were moving back and forth in front of 
his chest as he ran. He did not see anything in his hands at this point. Deputy 

aid his intentions were for the suspect to stop and give up. If the suspect 
быша. would have detained him at gunpoint and proned him out. Deputy 

aid he began to tactically move from the brick wall to the fence where the 
suspect jumped over. The brick wall was approximately 30 feet west of the patrol car 
and attached to the school building. As he did this, he saw the suspect still running 
away from him. Сери Ae ordered the suspect to stop. The suspect 
stopped running and turned his body to the right. The suspect was approximatel 
twenty yards away and was now pointing a dark handgun at him. be —_ 
described the suspect's actions as, “Blading” his body, a tactical move to only present a 
small portion of your body as a target. Fearing he, or his partner was about to be shot, 
Deputy red one round from his Department issued Beretta handgun at the 
suspect, missing him. The suspect turned and continued running west bound and out of 
view. Depr said he did not jump over the fence, as it would have been an 
officer safety hazard. He stated he only shot once because he could no longer see the 
suspect and could not determine if he was still a threat. 


Deputy ШИШ: there was yellow light coming from the school, as well as light 
from his flashlight which illuminated the area where the suspect stopped. 
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He added that he could clearly see the suspect at the time of the shooting. Deputy 

said there were large trash bins behind the suspect, when he shot at him 
and there were houses approximately two hundred yards behind that. He added, he 
shot at the suspect through an approximately six inch space near where the chain link 
fences met. A photograph of this is included as Exhibit G. 


IAB Note: During his interview Deputy Ш 25 shown a picture 
of the area of the traffic stop and shooting scene. He marked 
where the BMW stopped with SV, where Deputy Torres was 
with a TT and where he was with an arrow. That picture is 
included with this case as Exhibit H. 


The following morning after the shooting, Deputy г shown a chrome 
revolver located near the shooting scene, which he identified as the suspect's. Deputy 

old us he described the suspect’s handgun as black at the time of the 
shooting, because everything at night appears to be black. 


Deputy EE escribed the suspect's handgun as having a longer barrel style and 
not squared off like a semiautomatic. He also added the chrome on the recovered 
handgun was faded and looked like old metal, which appeared to be black at night. 


WITNESS STATEMENTS: 


Tina Torres, Deputy, 0.25 interviewed on June 27, 2012, at 1519 hours by 
Sergeants Richard Martinez and Hector Velasquez. The interview was conducted at 
the Internal Affairs Bureau office in the City of Commerce. Deputy Torres was 
represented by Debra Wadleigh of Green and Shinee. Her interview was digitally 
recorded and transcribed. The following is a summary of both her interview and her 
supplemental report. 


Deputy Torres was аш the time of the shooting and Deputy | was her 
aa This was their first shift together and before they left the parking lot of 
the station, they went over a few things. Deputy MEMEO her she was to stay 
next to him and go wherever he goes. He also told her during traffic stops her 
responsibility was the passenger side of the car and to trust that he had the driver's side 
covered. What their preferences were if one of them were to get injured and during a 
traffic stop, the main point is to gain control and not put themselves in danger. 


Deputy Torres said they received a call for service on a street named Grandee. The 


call was for gang activity and Deputy ИИИ told her no unit should go into that 
area alone, so they waited down the street for assisting units. As they waited, they saw 
a black BMW and white Lexus exit the street they were waiting to go down. 
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Both vehicles had their lights off and turned south on Dwight Avenue. They pulled in 
behind the vehicles and activated their lights and siren to initiate a traffic stop. 


The Lexus suddenly stopped and they went around it and got behind the BMW. The 
BMW initially stopped, but then moved up some more and stopped again. 


Deputy Torres, who was the passenger and оор EE toc their vehicle. 
Simultaneously, the front passenger of the BMW exited the vehicle and ran towards the 
chain link fence of the elementary school. Deputy Magdaleno came from the driver's 
side of their patrol vehicle and started towards the suspect who was running. 


He was telling the suspect to stop and for Deputy Torres to get next to him. She saw 
the suspect jump over the fence and heard Deputy again order him to stop. 
Deputy Torres was approximately five feet from Deputy and her attention 
was divided between him and the occupants of the BMW. She then saw a white vehicle 
parked on the street opposite of the BMW. This vehicle had two occupants inside of it 
and she did not know if it was related to the ВІ en heard a single gunshot 
and turned all of her attention towards о | She confirmed he was okay 
and saw the BMW speed away southbound away from them. The white vehicle stayed 
at the scene. 


IAB NOTE: During her interview, Deputy Torres was shown a picture 
of the area of the traffic stop and shooting scene. She 
marked where the BMW stopped with SV, where Deputy 

was with an M and where she was with a TT. 
That picture is included with this case as Exhibit I. 


She told Deputy ER bout the white vehicle with the two occupants and they 
detained them pending the arrival of assisting units. The original white Lexus that was 
seen with the BMW, turned and fled north on Dwight Avenue. She stated she did not 


see Deputy И r < his weapon. 


Witness M was interviewed by Internal Affairs Bureau Sergeants Richard 
Martinez and Hector Velasquez the evening of the shooting, May 31, 2012, at 0240 
hours. The interview took place inside his vehicle which was parked in the 1200 block 
of Dwight Avenue, in the City of Compton. His interview was digitally recorded and 
transcribed. The following is a summary of his interview. For his verbatim interview see 
his transcribed interview which is included with this case. 


Witness EE told us he was sitting in his vehicle with - B: -++ ИЩ 
[== 


He was sitting in the driver's seat and she was in the front passenger seat. 
He saw a dark colored car coming down the street towards them and a police car 
behind it with all of its red and blue lights on. 
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The dark car stopped almost directly beside them and the passenger ran towards the 
gate of the school and jumped over it. The cops got out of the car and followed him to 
the gate. 


He then heard a gunshot and saw the dark car leave the location southbound on Dwight 
Avenue. He did not see who fired the shot. He described the person that ran as a 
young male black wearing jeans and a dark shirt. He went on to say the driver of the 
dark car was also a young black male. 


Witness said there were two cops at the gate entrance when he heard the 


gunshot. 
IAB Note: Wines: ИЕ sitting in their vehicle 
which was parked on the east side of Dwight Avenue facing 


north. They did not move the vehicle after the incident and 
indicated the car the suspect exited, stopped almost parallel 
to them. 


Witnes O o ë was interviewed by Internal Affairs Bureau Sergeants 
Richard Martinez and Hector Velasquez the evening of the shooting, May 31, 2012, at 
0251 hours. The interview took place inside a vehicle which was parked in the 1200 
block of Dwight Avenue, in the City of Compton. Her interview was digitally recorded 
and transcribed. The following is a summary of her interview. For her verbatim 
interview see her transcribed interview which is included with this case. 


Witness S she was sitting in a car with Witness when she saw 
alot of vehicle lights coming down Dwight Avenue towards them. As the lights got 
closer she saw a black car on the west side of Dwight Avenue and another car behind it. 
She saw the police car on the east side of Dwight Avenue pull behind the black car with 
its colored and white lights on. The black car stopped, but then continued driving, 
stopping near the gate/fence of the school. 


Witness ШШ, a black male exit the passenger side of the black car and run 
towards the fence of the school. She described him as skinny, eighteen to twenty years 
old and wearing dark clothing. She went on to say he had the color orange on his shirt 
as well. The male jumped over the fence, as the police were chasing after him and 
yelling at him to stop. She then heard a “Pop” and saw the male continue to run west 
bound through the alley. 


Witness о scribed the driver of the black car as being a black male, twenty- 


four to twenty-five years old and wearing a white shirt. She said the black car left as 
soon as the second police officer joined the first one. 
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SUSPECT STATEMENT: 


Suspect Tyrone Estes was interviewed by OSS Detectives J. Sumner E and G. 
Bernal # at Compton Station. The interview was not tape recorded. Ihe 
interview by Detectives Sumner and Bernal may be found on Detective Sumner’s 
Supplemental Report Exhibit A. The following is a summary of his interview. 


Suspect Estes admitted to being from the “Nutty Block Compton Crip” gang and had 
numerous “Nutty Block Compton Crip” gang tattoos on his body. 


He stated his moniker was “Gray Rag” and he had not been in the area for the past ten 
years, as he was in Federal prison. Suspect Estes refused to answer questions about 
the case, only telling the detectives they did not have a gun and he was in the area 
sleeping at the house of a friend. 


Suspect Tyrone Estes, was interviewed by Internal Affairs Bureau Sergeant Richard 
Martinez on May 2, 2013 at 1043 hours. The interview took place in the Federal 
Metropolitan Detention Center in Los Angeles. His interview was digitally recorded and 
transcribed. The following is a summary of his interview. 


Suspect Estes said on May 30, 2012 at around ten or ten-thirty in the evening, he was in 
the “Grandees” apartments, which are on Grandee, just south of Alondra and south of 
the Compton Airport. He denied being in a black BMW or white Lexus on that evening. 
He also said he was never in a car that was pulled over by Sheriff's deputies that 
evening and denied running from a car. Suspect Estes said he was never chased, or 
shot at by deputies that evening and denied being near Longfellow School. He also 
denied handling or throwing a gun. 


Suspect Estes said he was in a trailer park the evening of May 30, 2012 and was bitten 
by dogs and taken into custody. 
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
